PROCEEDINGS  UNDER  THE  PACKERS  AND  STOCKYARDS  ACT 

Docket  no.  695. — In  re  C.  A.  Mitchell,  Marion  and  Mount  Vernon,  Ohio,  and. 
Paris,  Ky.  On  February  20,  1937,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  issued  an  inquiry 
alleging  that  respondent  had  violated  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act  in  that  he 
had  engaged  in  and  used  an  unfair,  unjustly  discriminatory,  and  deceptive  practice 
and  device  in  connection  with  the  buying  and  selling  of  livestock  in  commerce  in. 
that  he  had  failed,  neglected,  and  refused  to  execute  and  maintain  a  reasonable 
bond  to  secure  the  performance  of  his  obligations  as  a  dealer.  On  May  4  the- 
respondent  admitted  the  truth  of  the  matters  and  things  alleged  and  waived  a. 
hearing  thereon.  On  June  15  respondent  was  ordered  to  cease  and  desist  from 
doing  business  as  a  dealer  without  executing  and  maintaining  a  reasonable  bond, 
and  was  suspended  from  registration  as  a  dealer  for  6  months  with  leave,  however, 
to  apply  for  a  revocation  of  this  suspension  upon  the  filing  of  a  reasonable  bond  or 
furnishing  other  satisfactory  indemnity  to  secure  the  performance  of  his  obligations 
incurred  as  such  a  dealer. 

Docket  no.  751. — In  re  Cropsey  Avenue  Live  Poultry  Market,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 
The  Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  April  26,  1937,  ordered  that  a  hearing  be 
held  to  allow  the  applicant  an  opportunity  to  show  cause  why  its  application  for  a- 
license,  made  under  title  V  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act,  should  not  be 
denied.  Such  a  hearing  was  held  on  May  25  and  from  the  evidence  adduced  it  was 
found  that  the  applicant  is  no  longer  handling  live  poultry,  therefore,  on  June  16 
the  case  was  dismissed. 

— In  re  Louis  Aronin,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  The  Acting  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  on  April  26,  1937,  ordered  that  a  hearing  be  held  to  allow  the  applicant 
an  opportunity  to  show  cause  why  his  application  for  a  license  to  buy,  sell,  and 
handle  live  poultry  in  commerce,  made  under  title  V  of  the  Packers  and  Stock- 
yards Act,  should  not  be  denied.  Such  a  hearing  was  held  on  May  25,  at  which 
time  the  applicant  appeared  and  testified  that  he  was  no  longer  handling  live- 
poultry.     Therefore,  on  June  30  the  case  was  dismissed. 

The  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  on  April  28,  1937,  issued  an  inquiry  alleging  that  respondent  had.

an  unfair  and  unjustly  discriminatory  practice  and  device  in  connection  with  the 
handling  of  livestock  in  commerce.  On  May  25  respondent  acknowledged  receipt 
of  the  inquiry,  admitted  the  truth  of  the  matters  and  things  alleged,  and  waived 
a  hearing  thereon.  On  June  19  respondent  was  ordered  to  cease  and  desist 
from  the  unfair  and  unjustly  discriminatory  practice  and  device  alleged  and  was- 
suspended  from  registration  as  a  market  agency  and  dealer  for  1  year.

On  June  19  respondent 
was  suspended  from  registration  as  a  market  agency  for  6  months  with  leave, 
however,  during  said  period  to  apply  for  a  revocation  of  this  suspension  upon 
satisfactory  proof  to  the  Secretary  that  it  is  then  and  there  solvent.
